story, and that he was prepared to huy sod sell all
kinds of gtocks on comrmisalan.

He opencd an account with the ["plon National
Bank, at Third and Arch strects, with & deposit of
§3000, reserving in hand (as margin money) s like
amount for operations on the strect. Tweed pur-
chased stocks, pald for them In chacks on the bhank,
the latter were dunly honored, and thios he suncceaded
in establishing for himself & legitimate business re-
putation, To further inorease the confidence of the
bosiness community Tweed resorted to a system of
tactics at once very simple, He made large par-
chases of stocks (giving in frequent cases a bonus of
$U0 to secnre the particular stock he desired), pald
for them in chevks, turned round and resold them,
made his deposits bafore § o'cloey, 2.l thas lie went
on from day to day untll the opportunity for o
swindle offered,

On 1he alternoon of Satarday Twood rapalred Lo
the oMee of Mr., D'Inviiliers and bought four §1000
United States Government bonds and £2700 1 gold,
which, with the premium added, ran uop the amount
of the purchase to §iB036T, for whieh he gaven
check, duly certiied by the cashier of the Unilon
Dapk, In payment, Tweed's check was depositid,
and when it wes presented to the Upion Bank for
colleotion the signature of the cashler was dlsco-
vered to be a forgery. Of course, since that sime
nothing has been heard of Tweed, The matter 8 in
the hands of the detectives, and with & view to put
parties on thelr guard against purehasing the bonds,
wa will state that they are five-twenties of the fssae
of July, 1867, and are nnmbered as followa:—Nos,
40,507, 40,598, 40,800, 40,540,

The forger is apparently from thirty-ldve to forty
vears of age, is about Ave feet ten inches in helght,
has a smell moustache and asmall goatee, aud 18
dressed in a dark mixed sult and wears a stitf’ black
hint.
